always  differed.  Creedal  conflicts  not 
only  impoverish  the  community  feel¬ 
ings  among  adults  that  democracy  re¬ 
quires,  but  they  lead  in  Germany  to 
a  battle  for  the  youth  which  invades 
the  schools  and  does  not  stop  short 
of  the  playgrounds  in  its  pursuit  of 
sealous  advantage.

If  you  will  read  this  order,  you  will  see  exactly  what  church  construc¬ 
tions  are  permitted  without  permission. 

In  a  few  words,  churches  are  permitted  $1000  worth  of  construction  with¬ 
out  filing  application  and  no  priorities  are  issued  on  construction  materials 
except  to  veterans  for  construction  of  their  homes.

"As  I  understand  it,  a  church  is  permitted  to  do  $1,000.00  worth  of  con¬ 
struction'  without  a  permit.  After  that  amount,  if  they  will  submit  form  No. 
4423  made  in  triplicate  to  the  Civilian  Production  Administration,  they  will 
consider  the  request. 

Mr.  McIntosh  said'^hat  the  forms  must  be  filled  out  in  such  a  way  that 
they  will  get  a  complete  picture  of  .their  needs.  He  said  they  must  show  clearly 
their  needs  and  not  Just  think  them.  He  seemed  to  think  that  a  kitchen, 
recreation  rooms,  and  things  like  that  were  not  essential  to  worship.  They 
consider  the  needs  only  on  the  basis  of  the  needs  for  worship  and  for  Sunday 
School  space.  If  this  is  not  sufficient  informaUon,  please  let  me  know  and  I 
shall  be  glad  to  investigate  further."

BB.U.  secretaries  on  campuses  are  elected  by  the  Convention  Board  or 
In  the  ad'lnteVlm  by  the  Executive  Committee  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  local  pastor  or  pastors,  the  local  BB.U.  Committee  or  Council,  and  the 
State  BB.U.  Secretary. 

The  American  Bible  Society  offering  will  be  taken  the  first  Sunday  of 
February,  1947. 

One  third  of  the  total  church  members  In  each  church  was  voted  as  a 
minimum  tithers’  goal  looking  toward  a  minimum  of  100,000  In  Mississippi 
and  1,000,000  tithers  In  the  south. 

The  changes  In  allocations  for  Mississippi  Baptist  Institutions  and  causes 
were  as  follows: 

Christian  Education  was  raised  5%,  the  Baptist  Hospital  was  reduced  1%, 
and  the  Orphanage  was  reduced  4%.  We  have  already  listed  the  monies  each 
of  these  will  get  on  the  basis  of  $1,000,000  Co-operative  Program  receipts  in 
1947.

InstituHonal  VisitoHon 

By  Kev.  Janes  B.  Parker,  Director 

We  read  in  Matthew  25  :  30-40  what 
Jesus  had  to  say  concerning  our  du¬ 
ties  to  the  sick,  the  stranger  and  the 
afflicted.  “Or  when  saw  we  thee  a 
stranger,  and  took  thee  In?  or  naked 
and  clothed  thee?  And  the  King  siiall 
answer  and  say  imto  them.  Verily  i 
say  unto  you,  inasmuch  as  ye  have 
done  It  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these 
my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto 
me.” 

The  State  Convention  voted  in  1944 
for  our  Convention  to  do  this  type 
of  work.  Some  was  done  during  that 
year  at  Whitfield  and  at  the  Sant- 
torlum.  In  1943,  the  Convention  voted 
to  put  on  a  full  time  worker  for  this 
great  task.  I  accepted  the  position  and 
began  September  1,  19M.  This  work 
consists  of  visiting  and  making  con¬ 
tacts  at  the  following  hospitals:  The 
Baptist  Hospital,  Charity  Hospital, 
Veterans  Uospitsd,  Whitfield  and  oc¬ 
casional  visits  to  the  State  Peniten¬ 
tiary  at  Parchman,  Mississippi.  It  has 
been  my  pleasure  to  lead  many  lost 
souls  to  Christ  in  this  work.  The  work 
Is  growing  and  It  Is  a  wonderful  work 
that  certainly  needs  to  be  done  in  ail 
of  our  hospitals.  I  conduct  a  religious 
service  in  the  Veterans*  Hospital  ev¬ 
ery  Tuesday  evening  and  the  men  are 
very  responsive  in  this  Service  and 
appreciate  the  efforts  very  much.  Our 
Board  contributes  125  Baptist  Rec¬ 
ords  every  week  to  the  patients  in  the 
Veterans’  Hospital  and  tbe  Charity 
Hospital.  I  distribute  these  along  with 
New  Testaments  and  tracts.  I've  also 
visited  the  hospitals  In  Vick.sburg, 
Mississippi. 

I  am  sure  you  would  be  interested 
In  the  number  of  people  I  work  with. 
There  are  3600  at  Whitfield,  1800  at 
Parchman,  around  215  at  the  Baptist 
Hospital,  125  at  the  Charity  Hospital 
and  around  500  at  the  Veterans’  Hos* 
pital;  a  grand  total  of  6,250  people. 

In  addition  to  my  hospital  work,  I 
have  been  doing  supply  work  each 
Sunday.  During  the  month  of  Novem¬ 
ber  I  supplied  for  the  following: 

Conducted  two  services  at  the  State 
Penitentiary  at  Parchman  where  18 
men  accepted  Christ  as  their  personal 
Saviour;  preached  at  the  First  Biip- 
tlst  Church  In  Belzonl  and  ordained 
three  fine  men  as  deacons;  supplied 
for  Brother  Phillips  at  New  Hebron, 

N Mississippi;  preached  at  the  Bowmar 
Avenue  Baptist  Church,  Vicksburg 
and  had  a  man  and  his  wife  to  come 
forward  accepting  ChriA  as  their  per¬ 
sonal  Saviour  and  then  on  Sunday 
night  November  24,  I  supplied  at  the 
First  Baptist  Church  In  Jackson.

LETTER  COMES 
•  FROM  AFRICA 

EDITORS  NOTE:  Bflow  we  share  a 
leiter  Irom  Rev.  and  Mrs.  OecU  Rober¬ 
son  who  went 'out  as  missionaries  eight 
months  ago: 

BapUsI  CsBege 
Iwa,  Nigeria 

We  came  part  ol  the  s'ay  by  boat  and 
part  by  plane.  You  cannot  imagine  the 
feeling  we  had  as  we  left  America  on  a 
Spanish  ship  and  suddenly  realised  that 
we  were  dependent  on  people  who  did 
not  speak  our  language  and  we  did  not 
speak  theirs. 

After  being  in  Spain  and  Portugal,  An¬ 
gola  and  Belgian  Congo  and  now  in  Yo- 
ruba  land,  we  can  understand  the  uni¬ 
versal  importance  of  ChristUnity.  One 
can  hardly  know  fully  that  Christ  died 
for  everyone  until  he  hears  the  gospel 
preached  In  other  languages  and  hears 
other  tongues  praying  and  singing  praises 
to  Cod  In  their  own  language. 

The  people  of  Nigeria  live  very  differ- 
mt  lives  from  ours.  Their  homes  have 
mud  walls  and  mostly  grass  roofs.  Some 
sUU  make  their  walls  ol  bamboo  poles 
with  leaves  and  vines.  Many  of  the  na¬ 
tives  still  dye  and  weave  their  own  cloth. 
They  have  only  very  small  looms  and 
can  weave  a  piece  from  6  to  10  in.  wide 
and  3  to  4  feet  long.  The  women  learn  to 
crochet  and  embroider  beautifully.  They 
are  eager  to  learn  such  things.  Native 
shoes  look  like  our  bedroom  sUdes  and 
the  women  do  very  intricate  embroidery 
an  the  tops.  They  are  expert  at  tatoolng. 
rh*y  begin  a  design  on  a  small  child 
and  when  he  is  grown  the  pattern  is 
completed. 

Live  On  32  Cents  Per  Week 

A  native  can  live  on  as  little  as  33 
cents  a  week.  The  medium  standard  is 
52  cents  a  week  and  the  very  high  is 
$1.40  a  week.  The  children  usually  go 
naked  until  they  are  about  12  years  old. 
Gourds  are  used  in  place  of  China  plates. 
There  are  very  few  natives  that  would 
know  what  to  do  with  a  knife  or  fork. 
They  still  use  their  fingers.  The  women 
have  many  different  ways  of  fixing  their 
hair  but  none  are  interested  in  beauty 
parlors.  The  educated  ones  often  keep 
their  children’s  heads  shaved.  It’s  easier 
to  avoid  itch  and  pests.  If  a  man  wants 
a  part  In  bis  hair  he  has  to  have  it  cut 

There  are  more  people  in  Iwo  than 
there  are  in  New  Orleans,  La.  They  do 
not  have  a  public  water  system  and  have 
not  learned  to  make  cisterns.  They  do 
not  have  an^  sewage  system  for  waste 
disposal.  There  are  no  electric  lights  in 
Iwo.  Some  few  of  the  people  have  lan¬ 
terns  but  many  i>our  oil  in  a  tin  can  and 
stick  cloth  in  it  and  use  that  for  a  light. 

The  people  are  very  superstitious.  If  a 
baby  dies  they  believe  that  the  next 
born  is  that  same  child  returned.  If 
twins  are  bom  and  one  dies  they  make 
a  wooden  image  of  the  dead  child  and 
worship  that.  If  a  deformed  child  is 
bora  they  put  it  in  the  bush  and  let  it 
die.  They  believe  that  robbers  can  change 
into  a  cat  or  lixard  and  come  and  steal 
money  and  then  go  out  and  change  back 
into  their  natural  form. 

Hungry  F®r  Gospel 

Most  Important  of  all  is  that  the  peo¬ 
ple  are  hungry  for  the  gospel  and  an  ed¬ 
ucation,  and  they  are  respoQsive.  They 
are  hungry  for  the  advancement  of  the 
white  man.  They  will  go  without  their 
food  to  buy  a  fountain  pen.  TTiey  are 
avid  readers  when  they  have  learned  to 
read.  These  things  are  encouraging  to 
us.  They  appreciate  what  is  done  for 
them.  Oar  greatest  need  here  is  more 
mUsionaries,  especially  medical  mission¬ 
aries.  The  people  are  turning  more  and 
more  to  the  white  man's  medicine. 

Last  month,  one  of  ^e  boys  finishing 
the  Day  School  here  almost  lost  a  foot 
because  of  guinea  worm,  caused  by 
drinking  Impure  water.  When  we  learned 
be  could  not  walk  the  nurse  and  I  got  in 
our  jeep  and  went  to  his  home  for  him. 
We  knew  we  would  have  to  get  his 
father’s  permission  to  bring  him.  His

He  Is  a  student  in  the  New  Orleans 
Baptist  Seminary,  and  is  serving  as 
pastor  in  country  churches  In  Miss¬ 
issippi.  jHe  came  to  my  office  and  told 
me  of  the  case.  A  farmer  living  near 
one  of  his  churches  brought  his  wife 
to  Southern  Baptist  Hospital,  New 
Orleans,  for  treatment.  Her  illness  had 
been  long  and  her  hospitalization 
costs  heavy.  The  farmer  is  a  poor 
man  and  had  reached  the  length  of 
his  financial  tow.  Would  the  Hospital 
help  him  in  his  helplessness?  For  his 
wife’s  condition  still  is  serious;  and  if 
she  survives  she  must  remain  here 
several  weeks  yet.  Of  course,  I  told 
him  we  would  do  what  we  could.  In¬ 
vestigation  elicited  the  fact  that  the 
woman  had  been  in  this  hospital  sev¬ 
en  weeks;  had  been  given  20  blood 
transfusions,  and  had  been  given 
streptomycin  at  a  cost  of  more  than 

face  fairly  beamed  when  be  saw  that  we 
had  come  for  him.  The  worm  in  his  foot 
had  died  and  absessed.  His  foot  had 
swelled  to  almost  twice  iU  normal  size. 
He  spent  several  daya  in  the  dispensary 
and  is  well  now.

Canadian  Bapfigts  Are 
Concerned  Over  Losse$ 

.TORONTO— (RNS)— Loss  of  “good 
Baptist  blood”  to  other  churches 
through  interdenominational  marria¬ 
ges,  population  moves,  and  the  trans¬ 
fer  of  clergjrmen,  is  becoming  “denom¬ 
inationally  disastrous”  to  the  Baptist 
Church  In  Canada,  according  to  a  re¬ 
port  made  to  the  Baptist  Convention 
of  Ontario  and  Queb^,  meeting  here. 

The  report,  presented  by  Chancel¬ 
lor  George  P.  Ollmour  of  McMaster 
University  and  chairman  of  the 
Church's  commission  on  beliefs  and 
polity,  disclosed  that  during  the  past 
65  years  the  proportion  of  Baptists  in 
the  Canadian  population  has  de¬ 
creased  from  6  per  cent  to  4  per  cent 

“Statistical  evidence  that  we  are 
marrying  ourselves  out  of  exlstance 
does  not  make  light  reading,’’  said  the 
report.  Referring  to  the  Baptist  cus¬ 
tom  of  immersion,  it  pointed  out  that 
an  Interdenominational  marriage  in 
the  majority  of  cases  involves  the  loss 
of  the  Baptist  partner  since  the  non- 
Baptist  spouse  usually  regards  im¬ 
mersion  as  “an  unnecessary  repeti¬ 
tion  of  a  profession  of  faith  already 
sincerely  made  elsewhere.”
